COPS CHARGE 
STAB SUSPECT

A MAN arrested by police inves¬ 
tigating a fatal stabbing at a 
tower block in Harlow was yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) charged with 
murder. 

The body of Anthony Farley (36) was 
found in a flat at Pennymead Tower in 
the early hours of Saturday. 

A second man, who is 47 and also 
from Harlow, is in a stable condition at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital where he 
is being treated for serious stab wounds. 

A 54-year-old man arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of murder was released on Satur¬ 
day evening without charge. 

Then late yesterday afternoon police 
announced they had charged a man with 
one count of murder and one of attempt¬ 
ed murder. 

Simon Payne (39), of Spencers Croft, 
Harlow - who had been questioned by 
detectives since Sunday - is due to 
appear at Harlow Magistrates Court this 
morning (Thursday). 

This week residents have expressed 
their shock at the incident. One, who 
did not want to be named, said: “On 
Saturday it was like a scene from CSI.

There were lots of police officers, 
ambulances and several police vans. 

“I’ve lived here for three years and 
never seen anything like this. It’s really 
shocking because it’s really quiet round 
here.” 

A woman who lives in nearby 
Momples Road was feeding her baby in 
the early hours of Saturday when she 
heard police arrive on the scene. 

“My husband heard the car doors 
slamming and we sat there looking out 
of the window,” she said. “They taped 
off the whole area and didn’t leave until 
early on Monday morning. 

“Police have been knocking on doors 
but they haven’t told us what it was 
about. Our fear is that it was a random 
attack.” 

Another resident said: “We knew it 
must have been something quite nasty 
because of the ambulances and the 
number of police officers here.

“Before we moved here we were told that 
Pennymead was not very nice but since 
we’ve been heard there’s been absolutely no 
trouble, so it’s definitely a shock.” 

Police were called by the ambulance 
service shortly before 3am following 
reports that someone had been stabbed. 
Much of the area outside the tower block 
was taped off by police on Saturday and 
Sunday as forensic teams carried out an 
investigation. 

Local residents reported seeing officers 
examine the steps leading up to the 
entrance to the block and on grassland 
between the tower and houses in Quarry 
Spring. 

A post mortem examination confirmed Mr 
Farley died from a stab wound. 


Fire crews battle blaze for four hours 


FIREFIGHTERS from Harlow and Old 
Harlow joined crews from Waltham 
Abbey. Loughton and Brentwood to 
fight a blaze on an industrial estate in 
Nazeing on Friday afternoon. 

An investigation is under way to 
establish the cause of the fire at Stone 
Shot Farm, off Hoe Lane. 

When crews arrived shortly just 
after 3.30pm, they found a storage unit 
alight. 

At the height of the blaze the fire 
engulfed two units until it was brought 
under control in an operation lasting 
nearly four hours. 

A thermal imaging camera was used 
to check for hotspots as firefighters 
damped down the site during the even¬ 
ing.

Don't make it easy 
for the car crooks 

POLICE in Harlow this week urged 
motorists to make sure they do not leave 
items on view when leaving their 
vehicles unattended following a spate of 
car crimes in the town. 

More than 20 offences have been 
reported since the beginning of the 
month and crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said many could have 
been avoided. 

“It is very important not to leave 
valuables on display, especially when the 
vehicle is unattended,” he said. “This 
includes items such as sat navs, iPods, 
laptops, sunglasses, vehicle radios, CD 
players, handbags, wallets and tools.” 

He also urged drivers to check they had 
locked all doors and windows and had 
not left the keys in the ignition. 


Crimewave teen 
is back in court 


THE fate of a teenage thief who 
walked free from a court last year 
after admitting hundreds of offences 
now rests in the hands of the judge 
who originally spared him jail. 

Bradley Wernham (18) targeted churches, 
pubs and homes during his six-year crime 
spree. 

But when he appeared before Judge 
Christopher Ball at Chelmsford Crown 
Court last October after pleading guilty to 
20 offences and asking for a further 645 to 
be taken into consideration, he was sen¬ 
tenced to just 150 hours of unpaid work. 

At the time the judge told Wernham, for¬ 
merly of Orchard Croft, Harlow: “This is a 
unique solution and we’re holding our 
breaths. Any breach is likely to result in a 
jail sentence.” 

This week Wernham made an application 
to the court over an incident in January in 
which he threw a brick through the window 
of a house in Witham.

Wernham, who now lives in Chelmsford, 
originally admitted attempted burglary in 
respect of the incident but on Monday asked 
Judge Charles Gratwicke to reduce the 
charge to one of criminal damage and to 
change his plea to not guilty. 

However, the judge refused both applica¬ 
tions and ordered that Wernham should 
appear before Judge Ball for sentence. 

Ian Boyes, representing Wernham, said 
he would be raising with Judge Ball the 
issue of “surveillance” of Wernham which 
followed the controversial decision not to 
put him behind bars. 

Requesting a pre-sentence report, Mr 
Boyes said: “Certain activities which were 
supposed to have occurred didn’t and he 
was followed by police. 

“Police here in Chelmsford were meant to 


visit him twice a week and police at Harlow 
were meant to have taken him under their 
wing, but they were warned off because he 
had moved to Chelmsford. 

“Senior officers there didn’t want Harlow 
officers involved. He knew he was being 
followed and flipped and gave them what 
they wanted. After a media and political 
focus, he found it difficult.” 

Wernham had pleaded guilty on April 6 to 
attempted burglary at Avenue Road, 
Witham. A further charge of criminal dam¬ 
age to a window pane was ordered to lie on 
file. 

Wernham claimed he had misunderstood 
the discussion which led to him pleading 
guilty to the charge but Judge Gratwicke 
said: "He is no stranger to the courts.” 

He added that as Wernham had gone into 
a back garden and thrown the brick from 
two feet, there had been preparation for bur¬ 
glary which prevented him from reducing 
the offence to criminal damage.

Churchman on 
mission to aid 
quake victims

A PASTOR from Harlow is 
planning his second aid 
mission to the earthquake- 
ravaged territory of Haiti. 

Rev Albert Delali-Yevunya, pictured 
right, of the House of Mercy Baptist 
Church at Katherines, only returned 
last month from visiting the country 
where 230,000 people were killed and 
many more left homeless following 
January’s disaster. 

Mr Delali-Yevunya said that, five 
months after the earthquake, the 
country’s population was still in 
desperate need of help. 

“Many people are without homes and 
are living in tents with little food and 
just one gallon of drinking water per 
family every few days,” he told the 
Star. “I met a mother whose baby 
had not eaten in three days. 

“If you give someone a bottle of 
Coca-Cola they respond like they 
have been blessed because that will 
be their food for the day. 

“There is just one toilet between 200 
people and the toilet is just a hole in 
the ground. People were not only 
dying of hunger and but also diseases 
carried by mosquitoes.” 

Mr Delali-Yevunya is planning a 
second trip to Haiti in August. His 
last visit was meant to last a fortnight 
but ended up being extended by a 
further week when ash from the 
Icelandic volcano grounded flights 
across western Europe. 

Last time he took mosquito nets, 



clothes and food to give to desperate 
victims of the earthquake. However 
he found himself in a position to help 
because he can speak French and 
could also help counsel traumatised 
quake victims. 

“I met a teenager who could not eat 
because he had lost his whole 
family,” he said. “There was a child 
who went to school and came home 
to find the family was dead but no- 
one is there for them to talk to. 

“Apart from the food, this was the 
help they needed most.” 

He added: “If they think you are 
foreign they will jump on you and 
ask you for money. Many of the 
soldiers would not come out of the 
airport because of the safely fears but 
I am black and they treated me like a 
brother. I was able to help without a 
problem.” 

Mr Delali-Yevunya is appealing for 
donations of clothes, bottled water, 
baby food, toiletries and dry and 
canned food to take with him.

With the competition kicking 
off tomorrow (Friday), Essex 
Police has dedicated part of its 
website to the tournament. 

It covers various topics 
including plans to deal with trou¬ 
blemakers, advice to publicans, 
keeping possessisons safe and a 
section for victims of domestic 
abuse. 


It also quashes rumours in the 
national press and on social net¬ 
working sites that police will be 
banning supporters from wear¬ 
ing football shirts in pubs and 
hanging flags on their homes and 
cars. 

Chief Superintendent Tim 
Stokes said the force will be 
working to make sure fans and 
families can watch the games in 
safely, whether they chose to do 
so at home, at the pub or in town 
centres. 


“Residents with no interest in 
the World Cup will also be able 
to enjoy a day out without having 
to worry about rowdy support¬ 
ers,” he said. “The World Cup is 
an event that we’ve policed on a 
number of occasions and we’re 
very experienced at it now. 

“Essex is a very safe place 
and during the tournament we 
expect it to be happy, but we 
would be foolish not to plan for 
the event where people have too 
much to drink. If England lose at 


any point we know that tensions 
can rise so all our work will be 
around keeping the peace. 

“We work a plan of early res¬ 
olution so if individuals or 
groups start misbehaving we will 
deal with them very early on. 
There’s a guarantee that if you 
commit disorder we will deal 
with you at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity and pursue you through 
court.”

THE owner of a 300-year-old 
thatched cottage which was 
badly damaged in a blaze eight 
months ago has criticised the 
way in which firefighters tack¬ 
led the blaze. 

Brian Fawrence spoke out this 
week after an investigation by the 
Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service concluded that crews had 
acted appropriately. 

Mr Fawrence’s home - Tinker’s 
Cottage in Foster Street, Harlow - 
went up in flames last September 
after heat from a felting torch acci¬ 
dentally set light to the property’s 
roof. 

Firefighters were on the scene 
within minutes of the alarm being 
raised, but Mr Fawrence (68) said the 
blaze was not extinguised until hours 
later by which time it had destroyed 
the roof and first floor. 

“When the firefighters came they 
just wanted contain it and let it die 
out without doing anything,” he told 
the Star. 

“There was a fire burning at one 
end of my property and firemen 
standing at the other end holding 
hoses but doing nothing. I had to go 
over to them and ask them what they 
were doing. After I said something 
they started to douse the flames. 

“They set up a tarpaulin nearby 
andseemed more interested in lunch 
and where their coffee was. It looked 
like a training exercise.” 

Mr Fawrence also accused fire¬ 
fighters of causing needless damage. 

“They cut down my back fence 
which only backs on to a field,” he 
said. “It didn’t help access. 


“They also broke windows with 
axes in rooms where there wasn’t any 
fire, cut a hole in a wall in a part of 
the building that was not on fire- and 
then cut down a tree in the garden. 

“I haven’t had decent answers as to 
why they did any of this. They were 
amateurish.” 

A fire service confirmed the mat¬ 
ter was investigated by a senior offi¬ 
cer who decided that the service had

acted appropriately. 

He added: “Mr Fawrence has indi¬ 
cated to us that he is not happy with 
the resolution of his complaint, so in 
line with our procedure it has now 
been referred to the Chief Fire 
Officer for investigation. 

“That process is currently under 
way and therefore we are not in a 
position to comment until the matter 
is concluded.”

Man ran riot in a 
'red mist' of rage 


A MAN who flew into “a tow¬ 
ering rage” and smashed up 
the house he used to share 
with his girlfriend has been 
spared jail. 

Luke Teague, described as nor¬ 
mally timid and polite, caused thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of damage 
by smashing holes in walls, ripping 
down shelves, smashing patio

doors, breaking windows and trash¬ 
ing ornaments and pictures at the 
property in Malkin Drive, Harlow. 

The court was told Teague had 
gone round to the house in the mid¬ 
dle of the night hoping to rekindle 
their romance, but when his ex-girl- 


friend said she was seeing some¬ 
one else he lost his temper. 

Teague (27), from Rochford, 
Essex, pleaded guilty to charges 
of destroying property and com¬ 
mon assault. He was given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence, ordered 
to complete 120 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £8,850 compensa¬ 
tion and made the subject of a 
restraining order. 

Lesli Sternberg, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said 
Teague was intoxicated when he 
called at the house at 4am on 
April 10. His former girlfriend let 
him in to placate him and he went 
to sleep in the spare room before 
climbing into her bed and making 
advances which she rejected. 

“He became angry and aggres¬ 
sive and appeared jealous that she 
was sleeping with other people 
and he went through her drawers 
and lingerie,” said Miss 
Sternberg. “He then grabbed her 
around the throat. She felt she 
was choking but she managed to 
push him away and she phoned 
her mother who phoned police.” 

Teague punched holes in the 
bedroom and bathroom walls, 
smashed the TV screen and 


destroyed pictures and ornaments. 

His ex managed to push him 
outside but he started throwing 
stones at the kitchen window, 
pulled the blind and kicked the 
front door. He also threw rocks at 
the glass panes in the patio door 
which broke. 

Sarah Lewis, representing 
Teague, said in mitigation the 
couple’s five-year relationship 
had ended eight months prior to 
the incident and he had moved 
out. They had met once and he 
hoped they could get back togeth¬ 
er but she told him she was seeing 
somebody else. 

“He describes a red mist 
descending and he took it out on 
the property,” she said. “He is a 
polite and timid young man and 
this is out of character.” 

She added he was mortified he 
had lost his temper and hurt his 
girfiriend. He now accepted their 
relationship was over. 

Passing sentence, the judge 
told Teague: “You became extre¬ 
mely violent towards her and the 
home that you had shared togeth¬ 
er. Plainly you were jealous of 
her, upset and distressed at the 
breakdown of your relationship.”

Day I asked Mr 
Churchill for 
his autograph 


O UR recent piece on Sir 
Winston Churchill and 
request for readers’ 
memories of his time as a local 
MP has drawn an interesting 
response from one Star reader. 
You may recall that Sir Winston 
was Member of Parliament for 
Epping back in the days when the 
constituency covered what is now 
Harlow, before the construction of 
the New Town. 

One reader wrote in to tell a story of 
how, in the 1930s, she accompanied 
her parents to see the then Mr 
Churchill speak at Victoria Hall in 
Old Harlow. In his speech he 
delivered a stark warning ahead of 
the Second World War. 

He made a lasting impression on 
one young girl. “Not knowing much 
about politics I thought I would be

bored,” writes our correspondent, 
who does not want to be named. 
“But I found the magic in his voice 
as he explained the awful things 
going on in Europe under Hitler’s 
regime. 

“As the speakers came to an end, I 
slipped out to the back entrance and 
lined up behind a row of local 
reporters. When the great man came 
to me he smiled, said that I seemed 
to be a very young reporter and 
what paper did I represent. 

“I piped up ‘None, but I want to be 
a journalist, and please sir can I 
have your autograph’.He laughed 
and wrote in my book, along with 
Lord Burleigh who said he’d sign 
too. 


“This encounter has stayed with me 
all my life and inspired a lifelong 
interest in politics.” 

Coincidentally Harlow’s new MP 
Robert Halfon also acknowledged 
Mr Churchill in his maiden speech 
in Parliament last week. 

“Winston Churchill represented 
Harlow between 1924 and 1945, 
when it came under the Epping 
constituency,” he told the House of 
Commons. “In 1923, in a speech in 
Victoria Hall in Old Harlow, he 
urged the restoration of the penny 
post and of pensions for widows 
with children.”

ONE of the world’s oldest 
species of mammal is under 
threat because their natural 
habitat is rapidly being 
destroyed by human 
activities. 


Hispaniolan solenodons are among 
the rarest creatures on earth and have 
existed since the time of the 
dinosaurs. 


But now tree-felling in their native 
island of the Dominican Republic is 
putting them at risk of extinction. 
The solenodon is the size of 
a rabbit and has a 
ginger-brown coat. 

It has big, clawed 
feet, 
beady 

little eyes and 
a very long, thin nose. 


But perhaps its most bizarre feature is 
that it is the only mammal that can 
inject poison through its teeth to 
disable its prey, in much the same way 
as a snake does. 


The poison is not strong enough to be 
deadly to humans but it allows the 
solenodon to eat bugs as it moves 
around the forest at night. 

Scientist Sam Turvey, from the 
Zoological Society of London, told 
reporters: “There is this concept of the 
solenodon being a ‘living fossil’ 

because it does seem to have 
retained certain, potentially 
ancient, features.” 

One of these features 
is a groove in its 
teeth that allows 
it to inject its 
venom into its 


prey.

Why is it afraid of people who 
have nothing?

Illegal blockade is 
a barrier to peace 

SIR, It comes as no surprise that Robert 
Halfon, a member of Conservative Friends 
of Israel and a former supporter of Ariel 
Sharon, should come out in support of 
Israel’s commando attack on an aid ship 
heading for Gaza attempting to break the 
illegal blockade.

I made no secret of 
runway opposition

Council shouldn't 
spend our money 
on trips to Europe 

SIR, As a former member of the 
European New Town Platform I am 
aware of how successful our relation 
has been in securing European money 
for local projects in the past. 

The process was that Harlow would 
make joint bids with other towns in 
Europe and that’s why, via our old 
regeneration unit, we joined the ENTP. 
But the EU changed the application 
process over three years ago and I now 
question why the council is still a 
paying partner, let alone the president. 
Our Conservative-run council, under 
the leadership of Andrew Johnson, 
appears to have decided that Harlow 
officers time and resources can be used 
to support the role of the president of 
the ENTP. It appears the only source of 
information about this decision is from 
a Tory twitter website. 

Currently, Harlow Council has lost it 
way on the development of the town 
centre. It has been a major player in 
the development of the much-delayed 
Leisurezone and has overseen the 
destruction of most of the local 
community group by withdrawing 
funding and support. 

We also know the Government is 
talking about a massive reduction in 
spending on the public sector. 

So with all this happening, why is the 
leader of Harlow Council the president 
of a European organisation that we, the 
local taxpayer, have to pay for with no 
visible benefits to Harlow? Why is he 
spending money he claims the council 
hasn’t got on trips to Greece with a 
council officer? 

When I was part of the ENTP the 
president was in Brussels every month 
attending some meeting or formal do. 

So who pays for our leader’s travel and 
hotel bills?

The Hollow Crown 

Harlow Theatre Company, Victoria Hall Theatre 


FIRST staged by the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in 1961, 
The Hollow Crown is described as 
“an entertainment by and about 
the Kings and Queens of 
England”. 

Nearly 50 years later it proved to be as 
entertaining now as it was then. 

The simple staging using two red 
backcloths, each embossed with a 
golden crown, and the minimum of 
furniture and props, coupled with 
atmospheric lighting which bathed the 
stage in a royal red glow provided the 
actors with a perfect setting for their 
pieces. 


A variety of speeches, poems, letters 
other writings and songs were 
performed faultlessly by the talented 
cast members, each offering an insight 
into a particular king or queen’s 
character from William 1 through 
Henry VI11 and up to Queen Victoria. 
For this to work and hold the 
audience's interest, the actors must 
ensure that every word is spoken 
clearly and develop the character they 
are portraying. All the cast did this 
supremely well. 

Martin Bedwell, Simone Perry, Richard 
Parsley, Gordon Whittle and Jane 
Hawkins contributed some 
memorable moments but the main 
highlights were Wendy Grant’s 
portrayal of Queen Victoria at the age 
of 18 describing her coronation and 
Paul Johnson as James 1 railing against 


the evils of tobacco. 

Both fully inhabited their royal 
personas and their accomplished 
verbal dexterity held the audience 
spellbound. 

Bob Mallison and Jane Hawkins were 
in good voice with their musical 
contributions, ably accompanied by 
Stella O'Shaughnessy on keyboards. 

But the music really took off when the 
whole company sang a rousing version 
of The Vicar of Bray. 

Brenda Jones’ expert direction 
provided some interesting tableaux and 
ensured that the minimum of 
movement was used to good effect. 

She and her talented cast provided an 
enjoyable and informative evening. If 
only history could always be so 
entertaining!

NINE years after guiding Denzel 
Washington to Oscar glory for his 
portrayal of a corrupt Los Angeles 
cop in Training Day , director 
Antoine Fuqua ventures on to the 
mean, crime-riddled streets of New 
York. 

With a dispassionate eye, he goes on 
patrol with the men and women who 
promise to uphold the law and then 
occasionally bend it beyond recognition. 
Sal (Ethan Hawke) is a narcotics officer 
who is desperate to move house so that 
his pregnant wife Angela (Lili Taylor) 
doesn’t have to keep breathing in the 
mould which is aggravating her asthma. 
Unfortunately, he doesn’t have all of the 
money for a down payment and time is 
running out to secure the house of his 


family's dreams. 

Eddie (Richard Gere) has been a cop for 
more than 20 years and he is in his final 
week before retirement. Disenchanted 
with the job, he begrudgingly agrees to 
mentor rookie cop Quinlan (Jesse 
Williams) for his final seven days, 
revealing how emotionally scarred he 
has become by working the streets. 
Meanwhile, undercover cop Tango (Don 
Cheadle) has sacrificed everything to get 
close to kingpin Caz (Wesley Snipes) and 
his drugs network, even serving time 
behind bars to prove his bad boy 
credentials.

For these public servants the end usually 
justifies the means and justice turns a 
blind eye to the myriad abuses of power, 
so long as the guilty end up behind bars 
or on a cold metal tray in the morgue.

F ABIO Capello has a concern which 
has nothing to do with John Terry, 
nothing to do with the behaviour of 
his players. Nothing even to do with the 
WAGs. 

There is an issue that keeps the Italian awake at 
night, one that could undermine his shot at foot¬ 
ball’s ultimate prize. 

Capello believes that if his England side can 
stay fit and fresh from the moment they begin 
their campaign against the United States in 
Rustenburg on Saturday, right through to the 
World Cup final in Soccer City on July 11, the 
Three Lions could be crowned world champions. 

“There are a lot of things I am not concerned 
about,” said the Italian. “But I hope the best 
players are fit. This is what concerns me.” 

Capello suffered one blow early on, 
when David Beckham suffered the 
Achilles injury that ended his chances 
of participating in a fourth World Cup. 

A few weeks later, it was the sight of 
Wayne Rooney lying stricken on the 
turf in Munich that sent a shudder 
down his spine. 

Mercifully, Rooney’s ankle problem 
was not as serious as it first appeared. 

But, after naming his 23-man squad, 

Capello had that sinking feeling again 
when skipper Rio Ferdinand (right) 
hobbled out of the competition, his 
participation ended by a knee injury 
suffered towards the end of 
England’s first training session at their 
Bafokeng Sports Centre base. 

It was little surprise to hear the 
Italian mumbling about England being 
‘cursed’ as he passed the captain’s 
armband to Steven Gerrard and called 
Michael Dawson into the squad. 

However, it would be stating the 
obvious that, on a list of players 
Capello does not want to be without 
in South Africa, Rooney’s name 
would be at the top, in big bold let¬ 
ters, underlined in red ink. 

“Rooney is really good. He is really

important for us,” said Capello, an admission that 
did not need to be spelled out. “He is one of the 
best players in the world now. It is difficult to 
compare players. Lionel Messi dribbles and has 
imagination. Cristiano Ronaldo is fast and shoots 
from long distance. Kaka has to arrive in the area 
from midfield. 

“Rooney can play alone like a centre-forward. 

He holds the ball very well. He dribbles. He can 
shoot from long distance. He can score goals with 
his head. The difference between these players 
and Rooney is that he presses a lot. He runs a lot.” 

Yet that heart-stopping night in Munich was a 
reminder that Capello requires a Plan B, should 
injury or suspension rob him of his talisman for a 
short period. 

The options, though, are not extensive. Gerrard 
fills a similar position for Liverpool but has not 
had the best of seasons. Jermain Defoe has pace 
and maturity, but does he have the talent? 
These are the selection issues Capello 
must wrestle with, ahead of that tourna¬ 
ment-defining opener against the 
United States when victory will propel 
England along a path that should avoid 
any heavyweights until a potential 
quarter-final meeting against France. 

Not that Capello is taking anything 
for granted. “I respect the USA,” he 
said. “Usually, during the World Cup, 
the USA is a good team. They play 
well and are not easy to beat.” 

Should England fail to top the 
group, Capello will be dumped on to 
a far more hazardous route which is 
likely to have Germany and 
Argentina lying in wait before the 
i semi-finals. 

But Capello knows the dangers 
that lie ahead. It has already been 
factored into his plans. 

What he detests is the great 
unknown. 

That is why he will only 
breathe easily once he can look 
around the dressing room and 
see his key players have made it 
in one piece.

» Why Rooney doesn't feel he's a legend... yet 

This is what I 
have to do 
before I can 
join the greats 


W AYNE Rooney has a 
view on football 
achievement. When 
everyone - whether respected 
television pundits, fellow play¬ 
ers, managers and the fans, 
match-going and armchair - has 
offered an opinion about his tal¬ 
ents, Rooney retains a refresh¬ 
ingly detached air. 

Former Manchester United 
team-mate Cristiano Ronaldo would 
respond to accolades with a knowing 
nod of agreement, even when he was 
being described as the best player in 
the world. 

Rooney generally sidesteps talk 
about his form, insisting it is for oth¬ 
ers to judge and he is more interested 
in the team’s 
performance anyway. 

But one sunny day in Qatar last 
November, just before he captained 
his country for the first time in a 
meeting with a Brazil side that 
remains the benchmark for the rest, 
Rooney did reveal his own opinion 
on such matters. It was not startling, 
nor particularly controversial. 


Rooney has nothing against George 
Best, Johan Cruyff, or even Lionel 
Messi and his old mate Ronaldo, the 
pair reckoned to be the best of his 
generation. 

Yet none of them can be considered 
the best, because they have not col¬ 
lected the best prize. 

“If you want to be known and 
remembered in world foot¬ 
ball, I feel you would 
have to win a World 
Cup,” he said. 

“Obviously, there 
are players like 
George Best and 
Cristiano Ronaldo 
who are geniuses, 
but personally I 
feel I have to help 
England win a 
World Cup to be 
considered like that. 

“It means there is 
still a lot I need to win before 
I can catch up.” 

There is a finite amount of time for 
any player to achieve the ultimate 
honour. 

Rooney has already missed one 
opportunity in Germany four years 
ago - a tournament that, for him, was 


disrupted by the broken metatarsal he 
suffered in an end-of-season clash at 
Chelsea. 

He recovered, but the cost was his 
sharpness, ‘the edge’ that makes all 
the difference at the highest level. 
And that is why there was such a 
sharp intake of breath when Rooney 
went down in the final minute of the 
Champions League defeat to 
Bayern Munich at the 
Allianz Arena. 

For one awful 
moment, it seemed the 
curse of the metatarsal 
had returned as 
Rooney boot 
removed, hopped to 
the touchline. 
Mercifully it turned 
out to be nothing worse 
than a sprained ankle, 
which may have had an 
impact on Manchester 
United but left England 
unscathed. 

For Rooney really is the man Fabio 
Capello cannot do without, even if 
there was never a chance that he 
would cushion himself against the 
threat of injury. 

“We have to try to make sure we 
are at our fittest and the best we can 
be when the World Cup comes 
around,” he said. 

“But playing within myself because 
it’s a World Cup year is not in my 
nature.” 

It has always been that way for 
Rooney. 

There will be no holding back, 
right from the first whistle in the first 
game against the United States in 
Rustenburg on Saturday 

“We have been playing well, 
although we still have to improve our 
defending as a team as well as our 
shape and pressure on the ball in the 
opponents’ half,” he said. 

“But overall, if we play to our 
potential, we feel we have got a good 
chance.”

rifice the attacking threat which makes 
them the most dynamic midfield players 
week in, week out in the Premier League. 

And that is where Barry comes in. A 
Capello favourite since he took over 
two-and-a-half years ago, Barry’s presence 
in the England midfield allows the manager 
to let loose both his midfield creators. 

At a stroke, England’s attacking potency 
would be doubled. 

That is the theory and that is why the 
sight of Barry on the verdant acres of the 
Royal Bafokeng Sports Campus gave the 
squad such a lift. 

Actually, it was not the only reason why 
England should have been boosted as they 
settled into their South African base. 

Capello’s side might have failed to 
impress in the experimental warm-up 
matches against Mexico and Japan, but they 
did win both, scoring five goals and conced¬ 
ing two. 

They would take that compared to hold¬ 
ers Italy, who lost 2-1 in a friendly to 
Mexico and immediately blamed it on com¬ 
ing down from altitude at their training 
camp. Tournament favourites Spain, too, 
were unimpressive, beating South Korea 
1-0 with a late goal. 

Indeed, the excuses have been flow¬ 
ing from lots of directions. 

Not least from Brazil’s manager, 

Dunga, who has been fiercest in criti¬ 
cising the new World Cup Jabulani 
ball, and who also had a pop at the 
media, saying: “We’ve got 300 journal¬ 
ists here who don’t want Brazil 
to win.” 


Tension is clearly rising. 

Yet as the final preparations continue, 
Capello’s concerns appear to be easing. 

World Cups are all about balance 
and timing. Barry, it seems, is on 
course to provide England with both.

A PPARENTLY John Lewis, the

One of the first pictures those fans will 
have seen from England’s base at the Royal 
Bafokeng Sports Campus was of Gareth 
Barry trotting out for training. 

The lightest of sessions, it’s true, but one 
of significance in vindicating Fabio 
Capello’s decision to place his faith in 
Barry, despite the ankle ligament damage 
from which he continues to recover. 

Barry is not one of England’s world-class 
players. 

He does not carry the goal threat of 
Wayne Rooney, nor the dynamic surge of 
Steven Gerrard. He does not have the class 
of Ashley Cole or Ledley King. 

But he is, nonetheless, a crucial part of 
Capello’s jigsaw. 

It is unlikely he will be ready for action 
before England’s second Group C match 
against Algeria, but his fitness gives Capello 
the options he believes he needs as the 
tournament progresses. 

Without Barry and following the poor 
showing in the warm-up matches by 
Michael Carrick and James Milner, Capello 
is likely to play Frank Lampard and Gerrard 
in central midfield with the responsibility 
of one of them sitting in the holding posi¬ 
tion when the other moves forward. 

The fact they have never performed that 
well together in that formation has become 
an old English chestnut. 

Not because they desert their posts. They 
don’t. The problem is rather that when they 
play together they are much more likely to 
concentrate on lying deep and providing 
defensive protection to the back four. 

They are conscientious, responsible play¬ 
ers. But in providing cover they tend to sac-

We’ve Don it again 


ENGLAND cannot claim not to have been warned this 
time. When the national team travelled to Brazil to 
play in the World Cup for the first time in 1950, they 
did so with an air of arrogance and expectation 
that they only had to turn up to claim the silver¬ 
ware. 

The USA were certainly not expected to 
provide much opposition for their group 
clash in Belo Horizonte and little 
homework was done ahead of an 
anticipated mismatch. 

What followed was 
arguably the greatest shock 
in World Cup history as 
Joe Gaetjens, a Haitian 
emigre who had 
worked as a dish¬ 
washer while study¬ 
ing in New York, 

scored the only goal to sink a team boast¬ 
ing legendary names such as Billy Wright, 

Wilf Mannion, Stan Mortensen and Tom 
Finney. They returned home with tails 
between their legs soon after, excuses at the 
ready. But this summer there can be none for 
lack of homework as England prepare to meet 
the Americans for the first time in World Cup 
competition since that infamous occasion. 

In Landon Donovan (right) the USA have a gen¬ 
uine world talent who has sharpened his game in 
England this year. 

US captain Donovan made a huge impression after 
joining Everton on a 10-week loan from Los Angeles 
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Galaxy in January. The 28-year-old added an extra 
dimension to the Merseysiders’ attack, enhanced his 
reputation by bagging a couple of goals and earned 
the instant adoration of the fans. Everton would 
have loved him to stay longer, but not surprising¬ 
ly Galaxy wanted him back for the new Major 
League Soccer season. 

He could prove a real handful for England in 
Rustenburg, but Fabio Capello was hardly 
short of opportunities 
to check him out 
during his stint at 

/ Goodison Park. 

“My experience puts me in a 
stronger position for the World Cup,” admitted 
Donovan. “I now have the confidence to play 
against anybody and not fear anyone at all. The 
amount these guys put in is so draining, both 
physically, mentally as well as emotionally. 

“I have so much respect for the (Frank) 
Lampards and (Steven) Gerrards who do it 
day in, day out. It’s the same at Everton, 
when you see players like Bainesy (Leighton 
Baines) turning out every week and main¬ 
taining standards. It has been fantastic. I 
never would have expected when I first 
arrived it would turn out 
like this.” 

After ignoring American players 
in the past, England must now 
hope their country’s league has 
not given this one too much 
help. 



CAPTAIN Robert Koren is deter¬ 
mined to help Slovenia qualify 
for the knockout stages and 
banish the memory of their only 
previous World Cup experience. 

With optimism high for the 
2002 tournament in Japan and 
South Korea, Slovenia were soon 
on the plane back to Europe 
after three successive defeats 
left them pointless at the bot¬ 
tom of Group B. 

The squad was also torn 
apart, with star player Zlatko 
Zahovic sent home following the 
team's opening game after a 
row with coach Srecko Katanec. 

But Koren is keen to stress 
things are different now - both 
on and off the pitch. 

Slovenia, populated by just 
two million people, showed har¬ 
mony and belief aplenty as they 
shrugged off the tag of under¬ 
dogs to qualify for the finals by 
winning on away goals in their 
play-off with Russia. 

Ex-West Bromwich Albion 
midfielder Koren, released by 
the club in the summer, said: 
"Eight years along and nobody 
is thinking too much about what 
happened in 2002. 

"We are playing a different 
style. Before we only had one 
star in the team, Zahovic. But 
now we try to play more like a 
team and don't have one star. 

"We are very good friends 


Koren on a 
mission to 
scratch an

and have a good team spirit. It's 
a massive difference. You can't 
compare these two teams, it 
was a long time ago when that 
happened. We just want to 
show the people that we are 
good enough and claim enough 
points to get through the group 
stage." 

To achieve their aim, Slovenia 
must break their World Cup 
duck and beat Algeria at 
Polokwane. 

But Koren believes anything is 
possible. "A couple of months 
back when we met Russia in the 
play-offs, everybody was saying 
we will lose this game. But we 
are in the World Cup and we 
deserve that," he said. 

"Everyone is saying England is 
the favourite and in England 
they are saying USA is the sec¬ 
ond favourite, but we are not 
bothered about these things. We 
will try to win each game and 
get some points. Every game 
starts at 0-0."

HEADING BACK TO THE BIG 
TIME: Madjid Bougherra says 
the Algerian team have made

THE distance between Algeria and South 
Africa is 6,891km. But Madjid Bougherra 
knows that for the people of his homeland the 
World Cup, at times, must have felt like it was 
a million miles away. 

It has been 24 years since the north African 
nation last graced the world’s greatest football 
competition, earning their place for this sum¬ 
mer when they beat bitter rivals Egypt in a dra¬ 
matic tie-breaker in November. 

Les Fennecs had back-to-back World Cup 
campaigns in 1982 and 1986, with their first 
involvement best remembered for their contro¬ 
versial exit as West Germany and Austria 
appeared to engineer the result 
that would take them through at 
Algeria’s expense.

King: HI repay 
Capello debt 


L EDLEY King has vowed to repay the 
“great faith” shown in him by 
England head coach Fabio Capello. 
King is a strong contender to partner John 
Terry in England’s opening World Cup match 
against the United States in Rustenburg on 
Saturday after skipper Rio Ferdinand’s with¬ 
drawal. 

But the centre-back was a controversial choice 
in the Italian’s final 23 because of his fitness 
issues, and is indebted to Capello for allowing 
him to stick with the fitness programme he uses 
at Tottenham to overcome his long-term knee 
problem. 

King seldom trains, spending the bulk of his 
time in the gym and swimming pool, but 
Capello has been prepared to stick with this 
tried and trusted method. 

King said: “It’s difficult for him (Capello) and 
for me coming into this situation. 

“I felt awkward at first, but I couldn’t 
have asked for more. He’s been brilliant. 

“I’ve not been involved with 
England and they’ve not seen 
how I work throughout 
the week. 

“It’s been a bit of a shock to the players - 
and maybe the staff - but the manager 
has been brilliant. 

“He’s told me to do what I would 
normally do. He’s not a manager 
who is going to show favouritism 
to anyone. 

“It was flattering 
that he showed great y 
faith in me. For him If i 



to show that faith in me is a great compliment, 
and I’m hopeful I can repay that. 

“It’s great for me to have that much respect 
from somebody of his magnitude, a manager 
who has been there and done it all.” 

King admitted he was happy to be able to con¬ 
centrate fully on England after a testing season 
at White Hart Lane. 

He said: “I suffered quite a few muscle prob¬ 
lems and then I would have the problem again 
when I was coming back. 

“It’s difficult to then go away with England, 
play on a Wednesday and then be fit for 
Tottenham on a Saturday. 

“That was a bit of a problem. Now the season 
is finished and I can concentrate on England.” 

King will only be seen occasionally on the 
training ground and he said: “It’s something that 
I’ll speak to the manager about to see which day 
he feels is important for his preparations for the 
team and I’ll try to be out there for that day. 

“Normally I would get out there 
on the Thursday and just do some 
work with the fitness coach to get 
my legs going and then train with 
the team on Friday.”

J UST mention of the names brings a rush 
of excitement.

Ironically, that depends on Maradona, the 
coach of Argentina who has yet to demon¬ 
strate that he can motivate and organise a 
side with the same instinct with which he 
played. 

For that reason the odds are weighted 
against Argentina. The fact is that Messi will 
have no Andres Iniesta. No Xavi to supply his 
ammunition. Messi will sparkle - how could he 
not? - but the chances are he will not lift foot¬ 
ball’s greatest trophy. 

Teams win World Cups, not individuals. 

And while the likes of Italy and Germany will 
wear their tournament hats as usual and teams 
such as Holland could be dangerous, there are two 
sides which stand head and shoulders above the 
rest - Brazil and Spain. 

True, Spain have a habit of folding like a cheap 
suit whenever a tournament reaches its business 
end. But this time they have a formidable spine.

I F Audi was an old school 
friend, it would be one that 
you catch up with on 
Facebook after 20 years only to 
find that they’ve done annoyingly 
well for themselves. 

Slick, successful, desirable and as 
a result impossible to hate - even 
though you want to - the truth is 
that the German firm knows how 
to push the buttons of potential 
car buyers. 

But its greatest trick is doing that 
for someone spending £15,000 just 
as well as for someone spending 
nearly ten times that amount. 

The R8 broke the rule that 
supercars have to be made by 
tiny, specialised manufacturers to 
be taken seriously And then they 
went and made it even better by 
adding a 10-cylinder engine. 

And now there’s even more. Say 
hello to the R8 Spyder, which 
adds fresh air fun to the VIO’s 
thrills. 

Turning the R8 Coupe into the 
Spyder hasn’t sacrificed its good

looks either. Arguably better 
looking than the original, the 
Spyder does without the 
prominent side blades and 
instead flows neatly into the 
curvaceous rear. 

It”s hard not to be a little flash in 
a low-slung two seater with this 
much presence, but the Spyder 
avoids being over the top. You’re 
more likely to meet respect and 
enthusiasm than outright 
jealousy; it’s a thing of genuine 
beauty after all. 

Unlike the Coupe, the Spyder 
comes only in full-blooded V10 
form. The 5.2-litre unit is similar 
to that found in the Lamborghini 
Gallardo and produces a 
spectacular 518bhp and 3911b.ft of 
torque. 

There’s a choice of 


transmissions, too, with a six- 
speed manual or six-speed 
automated manual dubbed R- 
tronic. Either way, the Spyder has 
the motive power of a true 
supercar and the performance 
figures to back it up: roof up or 
down, it will hit 194mph and blast 
from 0-62mph in only 4.1 seconds. 
Don’t mistake this docility for 
dullness, though. You can cover 
hundreds of miles in a single, 
easy-going stint and then a slam- 
dunk of the accelerator will 
punch you down the road in an 
instant. 

Civility takes a back seat to 
thrills as the V10 engine struts its 
stuff, bellowing a delicious wail 
as it tears around to a spectacular 
8,700rpm. Flip the right paddle, 
the R-tronic transmission 


seamlessly slots in the next gear 
and the physical assault happens 
all over again. 

Punch the Sport button and the 
Spyder responds even more 
urgently, sharpening the actions 
of the gearbox and steering. 

This is an Audi of course, and 
such monstrous power can only 
be distributed through the 
legendary Quattro four-wheel 
drive system. That means superb 
traction whatever the weather, 
allowing the Spyder to use more 
of its performance more of the 
time. The power is also 
distributed with a heavy bias 
towards the rear, giving it a feel 
closer to that of a classic rear- 
drive car but with much greater 
reassurance. 

Its surefootedness and the 


accuracy and response of the 
steering builds immense 
confidence in the driver, 
whatever their level of skill. Like 
all the best cars, the Spyder 
flatters the person behind the 
wheel. 

You get plenty more of the 
standard Audi brand values, too. 
The interior is first class for the 
quality of construction and the 
clarity of the design, while the 
specification isn’t lacking either. 
The standard Bang & Olufsen 
audio system will keep you 
amused should you ever tire of 
the VIO’s music, while features 
like sat-nav, Nappa leather and 
heated seats boost the luxury feel. 
It even has microphones mounted 
in the seat belts to allow you to 
chat on your Bluetooth-connected 
phone even with the roof down. 
They really have thought of 
everything. 

So what of the big question then: 
how much? Well you might want 
to be sitting down for this, as the 
six-speed manual version is 
£111,955 and you can add a 
further £5,000 for the R-tronic 
gearbox. But that gets you a 
largely hand-built, aluminium 
and carbonfibre supercar that's 
stunning to look at, a sensational 
drive and also easier to live with 
than some far more humble 
machinery
